Frederick Ralph Pattison serv- 
ed BCS for as Jong and loyally as 
anybody I know. And he did so in 
more capacities: Master, Head- 
master, Assistant to the Head- 
master, Acting Headmaster 
(three times) and Housemaster. I 
knew him in all and admired him 
in all, even though I suffered in 
one of them. 

Fred came to the School in 
1924, fresh from the Honours 
Maths Tripos at Cambridge 
University. The New Masters' 
quarters were austere and 
solitary, over the then 
gynmasium- cum -study hall, now 
St. Martin's Chapel organ loft, I 
don't think he minded that; Fred 
was his own man. 

Particularly. F,R, was a 
brilliant teacher of talented 
students. He tried to teach me but 



I was far from talented in his sub- 
jects. If we had a class in 
Mathematics on Monday, I 
received enough punishment drill 
(as it was called) to get me up for- 
ty minutes early every day for a 
week — with enough left over for 
Percy Smith, the Head, to cane 
off on Saturday night. 1 was also a 
member, briefly, of Fred's 
chemistry class - for as long as it 
took me to break a term's supply 
of test tubes, which wasn't very 
long. By agreement (Fred's) I was 
transferred to Spanish! 

1 shall never forget Fred's kind- 
ness to me when 1 first went to the 
School as a Master. Janet and I 
lived in School House, where Fred 
was Housemaster. Our accom- 
modation, lightly partitioned 
from a boys' dormitory, was as 
private as a cockleshell. In these 
circumstances. Ivy and Fred's 
house was a haven. We were 



always welcome there, and were 
there often. 

Nor shall I forget Fred's at- 
titude when I took over as Head 
after he had been acting in that 
capacity. This must have been 
difficult for him, remembering 
my talents as his pupil; the at- 
mosphere could have been sullen. 
It wasn't. It was one of help, 
cooperation and wise counsel 
always. This continued for the 
whole of my ten -year tenure, 
when Fred succeeded me. This 
time in his own right. There he 
did his usual sturdy, competent 
job; his goal was always the good 
of the School, 

On March 22, 1986. a new star 
appeared in the B.C.S. constella- 
tion, steady and bright. His was a 
full life of service.

BACK TO THE FUTURE... 




While the theme of The Bulletin 
is "looking ahead," I hope I may be 
forgiven the indulgence of looking 
back. So much of what we do here at 
B.C.S. emphasizes preparation for 
the future through the time-tested 
values of the past. Young people to- 
day are faced with an increasingly 
bewildering array of choices — 



moral, social, personal — to say 
nothing of the ever increasing 
choices of career and vocation. But 
courage, compassion, determina- 
tion, hard work, honesty, decency 
and common sense are the values we 
hold to be as true now as they were 
when the School was founded one 
hundred and fifty years ago. The 
Reverend Lucius Doolittle would be 
astonished were he to visit his School 
today. However, he would find, 
amidst the change and growth, the 
bedrock truth of Recti Cultus Pec- 
tora Roborant. And he would be as 
proud of his School as am I. 

Looking ahead, new and re- 
enrolments arc keeping the Admis- 
sions Office busy. Our Scholarship 
Programme, now fully unitized and 
growing, has meant we have had to 
hold two Scholarship Trials, involv- 
ing almost forty young people. Thi-S 
compared with the six students who 
appeared for Scholarship Trials in 
1983! 

A new prospect on the horizon is 
the ECS Challenge, a programme 



incorporating the Ondaatje Award, 
the Duke of Edinburgh's Award, 
Adventure Training, Community 
Service, and The Round Square. All 
of these exist at the School, but as 
separate — and sometimes disparate 
— entities. Under the able guidance 
of Robert Common, they will be 
brought under one roof, and every 
student in the School, at some point 
in the student's career, will be oblig- 
ed to participate in the Challenge 
Programme. For the few who really 
get "into" the Challenge, the per- 
sonal benefits will be many, not least 
of which will be the opportunity to 
participate in our ever-expanding 
exchange programme. We now have 
students actually enagcd in, or 
about to embark upon, reciprocal 
exchanges with schools in the United 
States, England, Scotland, France 
and Germany, and the whole pro- 
cess, for the School as well as for the 
individuals involved, is one of 
enrichment. 

The various organizations within 
B.C.S. continue to prosper, thanks 
to the tireless involvement of staff 
and students who make up this 
remarkable School. The Reverend 
Mr. Doolittle's aim was to establish a 
'superior' school. He did!

Here in Lennoxville there is an 
unstated, but clear conviction that 
we are "on a roll," and the events 
planned for the coming year are 
designed to emphasize this convic- 
tion.

(See page 23 for 
schedule of activities; we have tried 
to have something for everyone.) 
Former staff will be invited to return 
and we're counting on a really big 
alumni turnout. Plan to celebrate 
the kick-off of our 15Qth year! 

The Gala Auction has had a 
wonderful spillover and I am very 
encouraged by the outpouring of in- 
terest from the Alumni Association. 
A short six months ago, the Board 
members admitted to being confus- 
ed about their role and where they 
stood in the overall B.C.S. picture. 
With strong support from the Ex- 



ecutive Committee and Patsy Thom- 
son's leadership, we now have a very 
different situation. Patsy set about 
to marshal! and harness existing 
talent. People became involved; 
committees were formed and things 
began to happen. 

Returns of the .Annual Giving 
Card in last November's Bulletin 
resulted in 88 Old Boys and 30 Old 
Girls sending a total of just over 
$30,000, At this rate we'll surpass 
last year's figure by 50 percent. In 
spite of this, we are well below our 
potential, John Pratt has 
volunteered to head up a Phonathon 
in May. It will take place in the 
evenings and, to use John's words, 
will have the added benefit of being 
"an enjoyable social event." He 
needs help. If you'd like to take part,

As School fees increase, the 
necessity for larger and more 
numerous scholarships and bursaries 
becomes more and more vital to 
B,C,S. I notice, with great satisfac- 
tion, an increasing interest among 
our donors in directing money 
towards scholarships. Our Scholar- 
ship Endowment Fund is now 
"unitized." Donors may hold these 
units in their names and establish 
the criteria by which each scholar- 
ship must be awarded. For example, 
the Alumni Association recently 
voted to direct $40,000 of the pro- 
ceeds from the auction to set up the 
B.C.S. Alumni Scholarship. In addi- 
tion, four families are currently 
establishing funds to commemorate 
or honour a parent or family 
member. Naturally, I would be 
delighted to discuss opportunities to 
use this Fund with any of you who 
are interested. 



To enable us to "look ahead," 
Mike Skutezky will chair a Plans and 
Resources Committee, Its mandate 
is to examine all aspects of the 
School's operations as well as its 
long- and short-term objectives. The 
findings, when approved by the 
Board, will give us all a clear 
understanding of where B.C.S. is 
going and how it will get there. This 
will help in many ways — hiring 
staff, selecting students, raising 
funds, planning for construction — 
to name a few. 

The findings will also help deter- 
mine the final dollar targets for a 
major Capital Campaign, Annual 
school fees provide nothing for 
capital improvements and we need 
better facilities to maintain our pro- 
minence among Canadian indepen- 
dent schools. The present gyni was 
built for a school of 150 boys; we 
now have 300 students of both sexes. 
The staff and students have been ex- 
tremely resourceful and patient in 
using it to meet the needs of both the 
Athletic Department and the in- 
creasing importance of the drama 
program. Plans call for the construc- 
tion of a new double gym and con- 
version of the present facility into a 
theatre, which will double as an 
Assembly Hall. The science building 
too is badly in need of up-grading. 

Involvement, not kudos, is the key 
to our operation. We're on a roll. 
Come on aboard!

On page 367 of the School 
Register, Miss Molony records the 
entry, into Form IV, in September 
1940, of Hugh Graham Hallward. 
As was Miss Molony's practice with 
all B.C.S, students, she went on to 
record the highlights of Hugh's 
career at B.C.S. until his graduation 
in June, 1944. Academically, 



athletically, as a debater and in 
cadets he excelled. He stood first in 
Form IV, won the Magor Prize in 
Form V and the Old Boys' Prize in 
Form VI. In his Seventh Form year, 
he was a Prefect, Cadet Captain and 
made First Teams in both football 
and cricket. 

Hugh's continued association with 
B.C.S. has made considerable im- 
pact upon the course taken by the 
School. He was President of the Old 
Boys' Association from 1961 to 1963. 
Since 1963 he has been a member of 
the Board of Directors, acting as 
Chairman from 1969 to 1984. Dur- 
ing his tenure as Chairman, Hugh 
guided the School through exciting 
and exacting days. Times were 
changing; attitudes of students, 
teachers, parents, and Old Boys 
were changing too. B.C.S. had to 
keep up with the times. An extensive 
building and renovations program 
culminated in the official opening of 
the new co-educational B.C.S. on 
Thanksgiving Weekend, October 
1972. Throughout those hectic 



months, Hugh's thoughts were never 
long away from his School and, in 
the years that followed, as B.C.S. 
rose to become one of the foremost 
co-educational residential schools in 
Canada, Hugh's efforts on his 
School's behalf never waned. 

Throughout my tenure as Head 6f 
B.C.S., I called upon Hugh con- 
stantly. Never was he unavailable; 
never did his careful incisive analysts 
fail to solve the problem. His per- 
sonal loyalty and support were un- 
qucstioningly present always, a 
reflection of his concern, not only 
for the individual, but for the great 
institution which he has done so 
much to sustain, nurture and 
develop for 46 years. 

His presence on the Board of 

Directors is greatly missed and we 
watch with interest and great pride 
as Hugh continues to provide leader- 
ship in education, as the Chairman 
of the Board of Governors, McGill 
University.

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WHAT MAKES B.C.S. HAPPEN? 



I am often asked about the role of 
each of the three organizations 
which, from a structural and con- 
stitutional point of view, make up 
the B.C.S. family. 

The Bishop's College School 
Association is the umbreila under 
which the other two operate. The 
Executive Committee within the 
Board of Directors meets monthly, 
with the Headmaster and the Direc- 
tor of Finance as ex officio members. 
The full Board of Directors meets 
quarterly. The Association's respon- 
sibility is to oversee the operation of 
the School and to ensure its suc- 
cessful continuation. 

The B.C.S. Foundation, incor- 
porated in 1967, owns the land and 
buildings which comprise the 
School. It is the custodian of the in- 
vested as.sets in the Endowment 
Fund, maintained to provide 
scholarships for de.serving students, 
and in the General Fund, maintain- 
ed to provide for other needs of the 
School, The Foundation is also the 
ultimate recipient of any money 
which is donated to the School or to 
the Alumni Association, Its Board of 
Directors meets annually, and its In- 
vestment Committee meets on a 
regular basis to oversee the manage- 
ment of the assets. 



The B.CS, Old Boys' Association 
was incorporated in 1933 and the 
King's Hall Old Girls' Association, in 
1902. In 1974 the two merged to 
form The B.CS. Alumni Associa- 
tion. Its Directors, who meet mon- 
thly, are interested and active Old 
Boys and Old Girls who organize 
and implement a wide variety of 
.social and fund-raising activities. It 
is the instrument by which the 
School maintains contact with peo- 
ple who are interested in the well- 
being of B.C.S. 

In addition, there are two groups 
of individuals who, in the past, have 
given exceptional service to the 
School, and to whom, at times of 
special need, B.C.S. can turn for 
their advice. These groups are the 
Advisory Board (B.C.S, Association) 
and the Trustees {B.C.S. Founda- 
tion), 

B,C.S. owes a great deal to the 
Directors of each of these organiza- 
tions. They give countless hours of 
their time and invaluable expertise 
to ensure that the past flows into the 
present, and the present into the 
future in such a way that B.C.S. 
grows and thrives in a continually 
changing world.

ALUMNI ASSOCIATION 
LOOKS AHEAD 



Your Alumni Association is a keen 
and enthusiatic group, anxious to 
keep the School spirit alive amongst 
all Alumni, both K.H.C. and B.C.S. 
New measures have been taken. To 
better understand School needs and 
how we can play a role in meeting 
those needs, we have invited a staff 
member to attend each of our 
meetings. Much better rapport is the 
result. 

To get a better grip on all our 
responsibilities, we've created com- 
mittees to address important issues. 
The great success of the Gala Auc- 
tion pointed out the need for a 
Finance Committee to deal with the 
vital topics of "why are we raising 
money?" and "how do we spend it?" 
Two policy statements came from 
David Jones and his committee: one 
recommended how to apportion 
Gala Auction money; the second 
provided a basis for dealing with an- 
nual donations which had not been 
allocated by the donor. Both policies 
have been approved by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, 

The Auction money was allocated 
with two goals in mind: 
• to respond to specific B.C.S. needs 

and 



• to heighten awareness of the 
Alumni activities at the School. 

We donated $40,000 to the 
Scholarship Fund. We purchased 
such items as chairs for the theatre, 
cassocks and surplices for the choir, 
a trophy case for Centre Hall, com- 
puter and athletic equipment. We 
donated SS.OOO to the Library. In 
addition we have invested 545,000 
which will provide seed money for 
our forthcoming Capital Campaign. 

Doug Mitchell and his Legal 
Committee have researched the 
Association's charter to discover our 
original "raison d'etre" and legal 
link with the two other official 
bodies in the B.C.S. corporate fami- 
ly. As a result, there will be an in- 
terlocking structure which will foster 
better communication and co- 
ordination of our combined efforts. 

John Hallward's Reunions Com- 
mittee has begun its work. Lists of 
alumni by geographic location have 
been provided by the Development 
Office, and the Committee is poised 
to begin contacting people in major 
centres to arrange activities. As John 
says, "Our goal is to seek out in- 
novative ways to gather B.C.S. peo- 



ple together," If you get a call, 
please be receptive.

The B.C.S. Players' Club presentation of 

SON OF MAN 



by Dennis Potter 



B.C.S, has a long tradition of ex- 
cellence in its stage presentations, 
dating back before I went to the 
school in 1944, In my years, it was 
Lewis Evans who cajoled perfor- 
mances out of all of us — even boys 
made up as girls - and now his son 
Lewis brings the same enthusiasms 
and insights to the Players' Club. 
together with an astonishing ability 
to design — and build! — inventive, 
stageworthy and innovative sets for 
the (very) small theatre, tucked in its 
entirely into the old stage at the 
gym. 

In this case, his stage was a 
steeply -raked platform, like a split- 
level star of Bethlehem, which in its 
rough wooden texture curiously 
evoked both the desert of the Jordan 
valley, and later the streets of 
Jerusalem. 

Son of Man started as a television 
play in England in the sixties, and I 
doubt if any production has suited 
more the intimacy, pace, and rough 
honesty this play demands. From the 
moment the lights dim, there is a 
rapid flow of scenes, moving with 
precision and astounding pace — 
even on the first night, which rarely 
produces such well -drilled produc- 
tion values. 



Fortunately, this is one story the 
critic does not have to tell! And so it 
is possible to expound on the im- 
aginitive and often startling group- 
ings, the suddenly meaningful 
tableaux (like Jesus and Judas, 
caught at the centre of a swirling 
crowd), contrasting with impressive 
moments of stillness, or the intimate 
scenes of Jesus and his disciples erup- 
ting into the noisy violence of 
crowds, soldiers, priests. 

The Sermon on the Mount - now 
I ask you. what a tough scene to 
throw at any actor, let alone 
students, and to my mind one of the 
most powerful in the presentation. 
Mr. Evans had his young star play it 
not only to the others on stage, but 
to the audience, moving among us. 
grabbing us. telling it "the way it is." 
Very real, very moving. 

And what a totally astonishing 
moment when the very stage itself 
seemed to break apart, turn into a 
hilltop, and the central cross reared 
up out of the very wood of the plat- 
form, with the Christ upon it. sud- 
den, shocking, harrowing. The in- 
timacy of the tiny theatre (like that 
of television) took us right to the foot 
of the cross, with all the strong emo- 
tions that implies. And how lucky

that the school is now co-ed, so that 
Pontius Pilate could learn of the 
breadth of the Nazarenc's following 
from a slave girl while she gives him 
a massage! 

There is always a temptation with 
religious material to "milk it", but 
this the young cast avoided, choos- 
ing to drive the story ahead 
relentlessly. The leads; Keith 
Lascelles as Jesus, Fern Crenier as 
Caiaphas. Tony Torriani as Pilate, 
were all excellent, but special men- 
tion must be made of the small 
parts. In a theatre so small, every 
gesture tells — and each actor 
without exception was completely in 
character, at all limes. This I find 
not only a remarkable tribute to the 
Director, but also to the B.C.S. 
training in concentration and im- 
agination - the two fundamental 
tools of the actor. 

This was a very sf>ecial production 

of a very moving play, and served to 
remind us all again how valuable 
Theatre is, enriching our lives in so 
many ways in this desolate epoque of 
Television. And thus how important 
it is for we alumni to support plans 
for an expanded theatre department 
and plant at the School.

A LOOK AT THE B.C.S. ACADEMIC PROGRAMME 



Recent years have brought signifi- 
cant changes to Quebec's education 
system; the Government has 
adopted a "back-to-basics" ap- 
proach — nothing new to our way 
here at B.C.S. 

130 credits are now required for 
graduation. (40 from mandatory 
courses — French, English. Math 
and History) An average B.C.S. stu- 
dent will earn 170- 180 credits over a 
five year period. The passing grade 
is 60 percent. 

At B.C.S, students must take 



English, French and Math from Se- 
cond Form to Sixth Form and 
English in Seventh Form, sciences in 
Forms II -IV (though most students 
continue in the sciences to meet 
university and college requirements) 
and courses in the History and 
Geography of Quebec and Canada. 

We offer a host of options at all 
levels: Latin, Music, Computer 
Studies. Home Economics, Art, and 
Phys, Ed. Senior forms can choose 
from Economics. Drama, History, 
Geography, Sociology, Political 



Science, Art, Music, Issues and 
Law, 

Gone are the days when students 
took twelve subjects and raced to 
nine classes a day! Now six classes, 
each fifty minutes long, form the 
academic day. We have two terms, 
September to December and 
January to June. Every student 
writes final exams in December and 
June, and the relief when they're 
over is just as great as you will 
remember!

Last year's profit was $2,000. In

ovens, irons, a sewing machine, and 
a fridge for the houses, and an ab- 
dominal bench to complement the 
universal gym. Just recently the 
Auxiliary agreed to support the new- 
student enrichment program.
